SOIL  PREPARATION 

The  tender  nature  of  young  alfalfa  plants  requires  that  the  soil  be  in 
excellent  tilth  at  sowing  time.  Many  of  the  failures  to  secure  a  good  stand 
may  be  traced  directly  to  a  poorly  prepared  seed  bed.  Best  condition  is  a 
well-settled  subsurface  and  a  fine  surface  that  is  loose  to  a  depth  of  not 
over  2  inches.  When  sowing  in  spring  it  is  best  to  plow  the  fall  before. 
If  plowing  is  necessary  in  spring  do  it  several  weeks  before  sowing  and 
work  down  well  with  harrow.  A  roller  or  cultipacker  is  excellent  for 
putting  ground  in  right  condition.  Sow  12  to  15  pounds  per  acre.  Where 
rainfall  is  heavy  it  can  be  sown  up  to  25  lbs.  per  acre. 

COMMON  (Hardy)  or  GRIMM:  Common  Alfalfa  has  a  long  tap  root, 
whereas  Grimm  has  more  of  a  spreading  root  system,  which  makes  it  more 
winter  hardy  where  the  soil  heaves  in  winter  from  alternate  freezing  and 
thawing.  Where  soil  does  not  heave  hardy  Common  is  as  winter  hardy  as 
the  Grimm.
